<. THE STOLEN PACKAGE. 


The government confesses that $47,- 
098 52 have been stolen from the treasu 
ry. Theexactness of the figures is not 
more remarkable thau the confession 
itself, That the administration would 
confess the loss of any thing seems in- 
credible, for the ,more that was stolen 
and the more high officials winked at 
well known parties who were plunging 
their arms into the treasury to the shoul- 
ders, the more the administration pro- 
claimed its hon gt intentions and ostenai- 
bly prepared to seize the thieves. They 
were never seized, and all go about the 
country unmolested and really in no dan- 
ger of any loss of liberty. They know too 
much-that-can be divulged. if they sre 
squeezed. Butthe recent ‘theft in the 
treasurer’s office benefitted none of the 
ringa, net even an active supporter of 
the administration as far as is known, 
and the confession is, therefore, made 
that motiey his been stolen from the 
treasury. The missing package was 
chiefly composed of five-hundred-dollar 
bills; it laid for hours in the cash room 
to which all the clerks in that branch oj 
the “office had access; it was missing 
when the hour for closing up the day’s 
business arrived. Suspicion naturally 
attached to the clerks. Gen. Spinner, 
who. is.much depressed by the loss, 
thitks- the ‘thicf is one 
subordinites. Five hours at least 
interweued after the package was made 
up for delivéry to the express company 
to be carried to a bank in New York, in 
which the thief, if an employee in the 
treasurer’s office, could leave the room 
for the purpose of concealing the money. 
The whole matter remains a mystery, 
and the money remains concealed. We 
are not much concerned about our share 
of it, We would be glad to know that 
anegual amount is not stolen every day 
or so through the endless devices that 
radicalism has eoncocted.

hat the president says is this, that 
there is nothing in the constitution to 
prohibit it, and that it can only come 
before the people by a proposition to 
amend the constitution. he precedents, 
no matter bow long. established, and neo 
matier what may have been the charac- 
ter uf the men by whom they were es- 
tablished, as patriots and as statesmen of 
unsurpassed ability, and no matter how 
universal has been their sunction by the 
people, these precenents should, in 
the president’s view, have no influence 
upon the people now or hereafter or 
upon the determination of ‘him who may 
have occupied the office for two terms. 
For he telis us that ‘‘it may happen in 
the future history of the country (and 
this may be the case during the dalance 
of his present term) that to change an 
executiye because he has been eight years 
in office will prove unfortunate, if not 
disastrous.” ft is certainly true that the 
people are at liberty to elect to a third: 
but until the time of President Grant not 
only did no one of his predecessors, who 
had held the office for two terms, give the 
most distant hint that he wished or 
would accept the office again, butas far 
as I am advised, no individual citizen or 
journalist ever proposed or suggested it. 

That a constituitonal prohibition does 
not exist is no proof that the usage of 
prohibition is noi and shoyld not be con- 
sidered us conclusive. It isidle ‘vo say 
that in 8 government like ourslong and 
uninterrupted usage can safely be disre- 
garded. The power of the veto on the 

art of the crown exists in England, but 
it has-not been exercised since 1692. 
And yet it is a power which Mr. Justice 
Blackstone says ‘‘is a most important 
and, indeed, indispensable part of the 
royal prerogative.” It may with truth 
be said that now, when it has so long dis- 
used, that its exercise by the crown would 
produce a fearful ferment in the king 
dom. Such, in that law-abiding country, | 
isihe cenclusive force and effect of 
usage. 

The idea of the president that the 
safety of the country may demand the 
reclection of a president for a third 
term, in my Opinion, is aa idle conceit, 
Aaving po other support but the most 
omcgious vanity. Of this vanity he 
hifaself since he says that he ‘“‘would not 
accept a nomination if it were tendered, 
unless it shouldg@ome under such eu.r- 
cumstances as t@ make it an imperative 
duty.” Who -is to judge whether the 
duty to accept isan imperative one ? It 
can only be the anan himself. May he 
not well conclude that a pomination by 
a convention is conclusive as to the 
duty ? The sa#ety-of the coun'ry he may 
really think requ his constinuance in 
office, and tat own opinion upok 
the point, ifghe haglone, is established by 
the action of the convention, and by this 
process of reasGning he may be re elected 
for as many terms as life is spared him. 
I think it may, with perfect justice, be 
said that if the convention which framed 
the constitution had anticipated the 
enormous extent of the official patronage 
which in time would necessarily be vest- 
ed inthe president, that they would 
have limited the efficial term to six or 
eight years and have rend-red the in- 
cumbent ineligible, 

The pe which is now agitating 
the public mind is whether president 
Grant shall be elected to a third term. 
Does his letter solve it? It may do so 
practically, because I believe that he will 
not be renominated, or if he is that he 
will hardly receive the vote of a single 
state. The voice of Pennsylvania, as 
spoken by her recent convention, which 
has forced the president to write this let- 
ter, is, judging by allthe signs of the 
times, concurred in by an immense ma- 
jority of the republican party in every 
state of the Union. The president, in- 
deed, so far as he is personally concern- 
ed, seems to regard it as a mere matter 
of dollars and cents; and it may perhaps 
be legitimately inferred that if the 
salary @which he now receives should 

secured to him as a retiring 
pension he would gladly leave the oflice 
at the end of his present term and return 
to that home ‘‘where the balance of his 
days might be spent in ce and the en 
joyment of domestic quiet,” and without 
ye apprehension that the peace and 
safety of the country are not as safe in 
the hands of his successor as they had 
been in his own, and this belief I have 
no doubt the public will fully share.
